IR—X have the honor to report, that 
the Feecock and this ship, havbg 
coQtlneed off Tristan d'Acunhai thw 
number of daya directed by you, in youi- 
letter of iniuuctions, proceeded in com- 
pany to the eastward on the IStli of A- 
pril, I m n d t o t h e second piece of ren* 
desvipua. 
Nothing of any imfwrteDce 
occurred to as tintil the Sfth AprUiwhea 
at 7, A. M. in lat. 38, SO, S. and toAg. 
33, E. we made e atrange aiU In tho 
S. E. to which we Mve c h a s e — I'Oe 
wind wea from the N. £. by N. and light 
throughout the day, and by eoiwlown we 
had oeared the chale coosklerAlily 
It 
waa calm during the night, and at day- 
light on the Sath hw was yet m sight.— 
A breese apruinng up from the N. \V, 
we crowded sail with steering sails on 
both sides i the chese sunding to the 
northward upon s wind. 
At 2h. 45ta. 
P. M' the Peacock wa^ about six miles 
a-headofthisshipi SIMI obmrviog that 
she appeared to be suspicious of tlm 
cnase, I took in starboard steering aeilst 
and hauled up for the Peeeock. 
1 wae 
still, however, of opinion, that the chaao 
was an indiaman; though, ii deed. tUé 
atmosphere was quite smoky end indis- 
tinct, end 1 concluded as she wat v o y 
large, thet Capt. Warrington was waiting 
for me to join him, that we ihight to- 
gether go alongside of her. At Stt. 22m. 
P. M. the Peacock made the signal that 
the chase was a ship of the line and an 
enemy. 
1 immediately look in «II steer- 
ing sails, and hauled upon a wind; tlio 
enemy then upon our lee-quarter, dis- 
tant about 8 miles. 
By sun-down 1 bad 
perceived that the enemy tailed remerk- 
ably fast, and was very w«athcrly. 
At 
9. p. M, as the enemy was gaining up >a 
iia,. and as there was every appruraiK.« 
tltat he would be enabled to keep iight 
of, us during the night, I constiicred ic 
necessary to lighten this ship—i thci'c« 
fore thiew overboard 13 tons uf fcéfijJ^ > 
ledge, pait of our »hot, and some of our 
heavy apai a, ctit away the sheet anchor 
and cable, and started the wedges of the 
tBasis. 
At 2, A. M. IhC enemy being 
rather before our lee-beam, 1 ucked to 
the westward i the enemy also tacked, 
and continued in chese of ua. 
At duy- 
light, on the 89th, he was within gun- 
allot, upon our lee-quarter — At 7 A .M. 
having hoisted English colourst and 
llear-Admirars flag, be commcnccd 
from his bow-guns. 
As his shot went 
over us, 1 cut away the remainiag an- 
cnor and cable, threw overboard the 
launch, six of our guns, more of our 
shot, and every heavy article that » as ut 
hand i the enemy fired about thirty shot, 
not one of which took tffect,though must 
of them passed over us. 
While he nas 
fil-ing, I had the sat'isfactbn to perceive 
that we slowly dropped him, and at 9, 
A. M. he ceased his fire. 


At l l , A . M the enemy was «¡^aia 
coming up with us. 
1 now, tiierelt>:e, 
thiTW overboard all our rcmatniug guns 
but one long gun, nearly all our shot, 
all our Sparc spars, cutaway the 0(>- 
galluot forecastle, sud clsared every 
thing off deck, as well as from below, to 
lighten as much as possible 
At notjn, 
the enemy again commenced firing - 
lie fired many shot, only three ot w hich 
came on board i two stiiking the hail, 
iAnd one peasing through the jib. 
It is, 
however, extraordinary, that every shot 
did not take effect; for the enemy, tho 
accond time he commenced firing;, w.<s 
certaiidy within three-quarters ol u miio 
of the ship, and the scu quite san. > i. 
. 1 perceived from tii$ suils tuac t ie 
effect of bis fi e wa« tu dc.^den his w - id, 
iUid at 3. P. M. he again ceased li 
— 
At 2h. 30m. the wind which hitd pre« 
viously, and greatly to our disadviAota^e, 
backed to the south-east, hauled to he 
westward, and freshened up. 
At sun- 
down, the enemy was about four milee 
astern. 
The wind was fresh, and wa 
went at the rate of nine knots through- 
out the night, and at day-light on tiiw 
30th he was about 12 miles astern, sj^ill 
in chase of us—.\t 9h 30m A M. ne 
took in suering sails, reefed his top- 
aails, and hauled to the eastward, .ud at 
11, A. M. he was entirely out of 


During the chace the enemy appeared 
to be very crank, and I therefoi e con- 
cluded he must have liglnened whde m 
chase of us. 
I did not at any time fire 
our itern-chatiors, because it waa nuai- 
featei that the *nemy injured hts eailinf 
by lining. 


As we had now no anchor, no CaM^ 
lu boat, and but one guu, there was of 
i ourse an absolute nece»idty for rella*
